World War I Catastrophe, 

Brest-Litovsk, about 110 miles 
east of Warsaw, is where Bolshe- 
vist Russia and Germany signed 
their peace treaty in the World 
War. It was occupied by the Red 
army in September, 1939, when. 
Germany and Russia partitioned 
Poland, 

Specific official news was 
scarce; the silence hanging over 
both the Nazi war offices and the 
Kremlin was rarely broken.

WASHINGTON, June 23.—() 
The Nazi war machine must crush 
the Red army in three months or 
face disastrous difficulties, accord- 
ing to well-informed opinion here. 

A smashing German victory 
within a month, as predicted in 
Berlin, was considered entirely 
conceivable, however. 

The whole outcome of the 
Russo-German fighting hinges, it 
was said, on Red army strategy— 
whether the Russian forces follow 
the Poles’ example and remain 
spread out in an attempt to de- 
fend all frontiers, or withdraw in- 
tact to interior positions to take 
advantage of rivers and other nat- 
ural defenses. Unless a masterly 
retreat succeeds, the Red army 
faces the peril of being cut up 


quickly. ' 
Nazi Objective. : 
Assuming the Nazi objective to 


be destruction of the Russian} 


forces as an offensive threat, it is 
believed the Germans may attempt 
a gigantic pincer movement from 
the north and south flanks of the 
2,000-mile front, using Russia's 
great interior rivers to safeguard 
the flanks of the advance. 

At the same time, experts ex- 
pect a direct attack from the War- 
saw front toward Moscow, more 
than 800 miles distant. After pro- 
ceeding about half*way to Mos- 
cow these forces might swing 
north and south to join the at- 
tempted envelopment. 

Once the heart of Russia be- 


tween Moscow and the Black Sea | 


was reached, the rest of the vast 
campaign would probably be 
merely a mopping up operation. 

The time limit of three months 
was based on climate and weather 
conditions. and the state of Rus- 
sia’s transport system. Fall rains 
would tend to bog down the whole 
campaign.

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What Price Appeasement? 


One effect, at least, the attack on Russia 


by the Nazis ought to have in this country. 

It should forever silence that little group 
of “appeasers,”’ those fatuous ones who advo- 
cate this country accepting Hitler’s word and 
adjusting ourselves to a post-war Europe of 
which he is the master. In other words, those- 
who would, even at this hour, abandon Britain 
and accept Hitler as the master of all the 
world—save America. 

It is hard to understand the mentality of 
any man who, even before the events of the 
past weekend, would put an iota of faith in 
any treaty or promise made by Hitler. One by 
one,-he has deliberately and treacherously 
broken every pledge he ever made. Each of 
his blood-dripping steps to dominance, first 
within ‘Germany and, later, over the ravaged 
forms of Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Nor- 
way, Holland, Denmark, Belgium, Yugoslavia, 
Rumania, Bulgaria and Greece, has been sig- 
nalized by a brutal disregard of his own word, 
a sneering violation of all honor. 

But this attack on Russia climaxes them 
all. No matter what we may think of the 
Soviet, of Communism, of Stalin, the fact re- 
mains that Hitler, only 22 months ago, entered 
into a mutual nonaggression treaty with Stalin. 
The two were to collaborate, together, for the 
overthrow of democracy. Together they di- 
vided the loot of raped Poland. Russia got an- 
other slice in Bessarabia. Germany looked on 
while Stalin took one-third of Finland, Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania. | 

And now, demonstrating once again the 
fallacy of the ancient adage about honor among 
thieves, Hitler climaxes his long record of de- 
‘ceit and dishonor by thrusting the Nazi war 
machine at the Soviet vitals. 

By the very size of Russia, by the effect 
of the Nazi-Soviet treaty which is now broken, 
this is, in some ways, the most impressive ex- 
ample of duplicity even Hitler has flung at a 
horrified world. 

If any man, today, can still envisage pos- 
sibility of an America existing, free, by collab- 
oration with Hitler, that man is so blind and 
so fatuous he should be subject for the psy- 
 chiatrists.

| said of the German declaration of war against 
Russia: “I is something that requires profound 
' analysis.” 

| Not so profound. Just the climax of the 
| logical illogic of the “bloodthirsty guttersnipe,” 
‘the blood-mad maniac, Adolf Hitler.

Speed-Up in Training Nurses 

Normally it requires three full years for a 
young woman to complete the prescribed 
course of training to become a professional, 
registered nurse. | 

Owing to the sudden urgent. demand for 
thousands of trained nurses for the expanded 
Army and Navy of the United States, and other 
demands occasioned by the defense and war 
programs, the nation is facing a serious short- 
age in properly trained nurses. 

An attempt to partially, at least, meet this 
emergency is being made this summer by two 
prominent institutions of education for women 
in collaboration with the American Red Cross. 

At Bryn Mawr College, in Pennsylvania, a 
Red Cross nursés’ training camp will be con- 
ducted this summer from June 26 to Septem- 
ber 13. Enrollees must be college graduates, be- 
tween 20 and 30 years of age, with a bachelor’s 
degree from an accredited college or university. 
Enrollment is limited to 200. 

It is believed that these mature young col- 
lege women; already equipped with a good 
educational background in biological, physical 
or social sciences, may, by taking this 12- 
week course in nursing, complete their training 
in far less than the customary 36 months re- 
quired. Thus the training of badly needed 
new nurses will be speeded up. 

Practical experience in nursing will be af- 
forded at the Woman’s Medical College of 
Pennsylvania. 

It is believed that this move at Bryn Mawr 
will result in the institution of similar, inten- 
sified summer training periods at other col- 
leges and universities. By this means, many 
young women will at least learn fundamentals 
of nursing which will make them extremely 
valuable to the nation in event of actual war.

WASHINGTON PARADE

THE MITCHELL IDEA WASHINGTON, June 23.—The ghost 
of the late General Billy Mitchell, 


court-martialed advocate of an independent air force, will stalk 
through the Capitol soon when the Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee begins consideration of a bill to revamp the nation’s air defense. 
Sponsored by Senator Pat McCarran, swashbuckling air-minded anti- 
administration Democrat of Nevada, the bill provides for the creation 
of a United States air force under the jurisdiction of a new depart- 
ment of aviation. Present air forces of the Army and Navy would 
be transferred to the proposed new department, which would have 
sole jurisdiction over “the activities of the government relating to 
military aviation and over the operation and maintenance of the 
air force.” J 

All of the ingredients of one of the hottest battles stirred up in 
congress in years are offered in the legislation, which long has been 
a subject of spirited controversy. Added color to the fight is prom- 
ised by the fact that the bill has been referred to the Military Affairs 


' Committee, whose chairman, Senator Bob Reynolds, of North Caro- 


lina, another swashbuckling Democrat, has declared himself in 
sympathy with the aims of the measure. 

It was some 16 years ago’ that the late General Mitchell, head of 
the American air forces in the last World War, stirred up a hornet’s 
nest by demanding the establishment of an independent air force, 
free of Army and Navy control. His demands were accompanied by 
such a vigorous and outspoken criticism of some of his superiors that 
the general finally was court-martialed and found guilty of in- 
subordination. Rather than accept a sentence to be suspended from 
rank, command and duty and to forfeit all pay and allowances for 
five years, he resigned. The fight he started, however, has been 
carried on intermittently ever since. 


SIMILAR TO RAF Now it is being picked up again by Sena- 

tor McCarran. | It is the Nevadan’s opinion 
that military aviation has reached a point of importance where it 
can no longer be treated as.merely a part of the other armed serv- 
ices. To insure the greatest efficiency and to provide the United 
States with the utmost air defense, he holds that the air force must 
be an independent organization, operated under separate direction 
in a new department all its own. If adopted, his plan would give 
the United States an air force similar in setup to the Royal Air Force 
of Great Britain. 

Anything but easy sailing is promised for the McCarran bill, 
however, since his main contentions about greater efficiency and 
organization under an independent: force clash violently with the 
ideas of the Army and Navy high command. Moreover, President 
Roosevelt is supposed to be anything but friendly to the proposal. 
Particularly is the President said to feel that under no circumstances 
should the naval air force be taken away from the naval command. 
He is inclined to agree with naval and military technicians that no 


matter how large the air force may become it is essential that it” 


remain integral parts of the Army and Navy. 


50,000 PLANES AUTHORIZED Already congress has author- 


ized an air force of 50,000 
planes, of which 40,000 are for the Army and 10,000 for the Navy. 


Before the European war started our Army air strength was limited 
to some 3,000 planes; no more for the Navy. But while this is the 
present limit there actually is no ceiling to the number of planes we 
may build. It will depend entirely on war developments. Neces- 
sarily there is being developed a correspondingly tremendous in- 
crease in air personnel, both as to pilots and ground forces to man 
the growing number of bases being established in the United States 
and off our coasts. 

Representative Carl Vinson, Georgia, chairman of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, and Senator Walsh, Massachusetts, chair- 
man of the equivalent committee in the upper chamber, are both 
opposed to the McCarran measure. Chairman Vinson, a close student 
of air operations and the house’s leading authority on naval affairs, 
is convinced it would be a disastrous mistake to take from the Navy 
its air arm and place it under a’separate department of aviation. 
All needs can be amply served, he insists, by providing for unified 
command in naval operations, with the ranking naval officer in 
control. The same system would apply to military air operations on 
shore. 

The arguments on both sides run somewhat along parallel lines. 
For example, advocates of the McCarran bill contend that much 
duplication of procurement and research, for one thing, would be 
eliminated by a separate air force. Opponents of the legislation say 
it would necessitate a triple duplication of effort in maintaining 
technical staffs—one in the Army, one in the Navy, and a third in 
the new department of aviation. 


GERMAN SET-UP The German air force scheme co-ordinates 

the army, the navy and air force, each in a 
measure independent, but all three are under a supreme command 
which assigns the particular task for each to perform. All of it 
comes under a single department of defense. 

Perhaps the most effective argument raised against an inde- 
pendent air force is that under the present circumstances, emphasized 
by war emergency, it would be fatal to upset the system now in 
force. Proponents of this view declare that nothing but confusion 
would result, with the likelihood of setting back our current progress 
months. The time to experiment with changes is when conditions 
are normal, not while the nation is threatened with actual war, it is 
asserted. 

But regardless of the vigorous opposition in sight, Senator Mc- 
Carran is determined to go ahead with his plans for bringing the 
bill into the open. Having the co-operation of Senator Reynolds as 
chairman of the committee in charge, the country at least may look 
forward to a good show.

DISSENTING OPINION For the nonce I find myself in sharp 
disagreement with Washington, 


which has proclaimed the invasion of Russia by Germany as an act 
of treachery. . 

It was absolutely in keeping with the ideals and character of 
both Adolf Hitler and Joe Stalin. Bgth regard treachery as a 
weapon to be employed before all others. An act of treachery or 
a broken pledge is a badge of honor in Nazi or Communist circles, 

I am getting a lot of fun out of this war, even though there isn’t 
much news and most of what there is probably is lies. The more 
Nazis and Communists that die for disHonor of their countries the 
better off the world is left. If they can kill one another off in 
the name of broken pledges and dishonor, and die cheering the 
names of the two murderers that .govern them, it suits me right 
down to the ground. 

The Russians, being oriental in character, are better at the game 
of sabotage and dishonor than the Germans. Tne Germans are a 
bit naive about it, 2s witness Adolf Hitler’s serious complaint that 
the treacherous Russians had had the audacity to be preparing for 
war for the past six weeks and therefore had put his glorious troops 
at some disadvantage. That sort of statement requires extreme gall. 
But Adolf has it. He even complained, as his soldiers trample Bel- 
gium, Poland, Holland, France and a half dozen other nations, that 
the bestial Russians had cruelly taken over Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania. 

Adolf and I think exactly alike on one question. Long ago he 
called Joe Stalin and his crowd a lot of beasts. This was my idea 
exactly. When he called them “filthy beasts” I did not recoil, but 
gave that Hitlerian precept a hearty indorsement. 

I think the same thing about Adolf and his crew. All I am hoping 
for is that it is a good, long war and that thousands and thousands 
of the young Nazis and Communists die for the dishonor of their 
countries—in such numbers that those who are left will revolt and 
hang both Joe and Adolf and their aides. That will be a fitting end 
to the careers of two men who have made murder, mutilation, terror, 
treachery and the deliberate lie the stepping stones by which they 
did ascend. } :

He now is retooling his factories, perhaps moving those of France 
and Belgium to inland Germany. 

He undoubtedly is building new airports, large enough for new 
bombers. 

He will be a jump ahead next spring if plans are not made to 
match him.

FBI Probes 
Oil Firm Fire 


At Savannah 


Water Front Blaze De- 


stroys Tanks, Dam- 
ages Plant. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., June 23.—() 
The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion today began an inquiry into 
a fire that destroyed two large 
tanks and damaged the pump 
house and office building of the 
Pure Oil Company plant on the 
Savannah water front. 

Destruction of 300,000 gallons of 
gasoline caused a loss of approxi- 
mately $60,000. No estimate was 
available on the value of the 


tanks and machinery and build- 


ings. 

The fire, starting near a pump 
house shortly after 9 o’clock last 
night, was visible many miles. 
Mingo Shivers, 48-year-old fire- 
man and pump house attendant, 
told officers he heard a ‘‘muffled 
noise like a bag bursting”, as he 
left the boiler room. He was en- 
veloped in flames and critically 
burned. 

The tanker, R. P. Smith, un- 
loading a cargo of gasoline when 
the tanks burst into flames, pulled 
away from the docks out of dan-

Fadeasbe the Georgia Wildlife Federation are leading 
fight to remove the State Game and Fish Depart- 

‘rom politics. They have fought wisely in the early 

rounds, but they could make the mistake of going to their 
oppon as Conn did in going to Louis. 

There is no open fight between the Federation and 
the present setup. Indeed not. There will be no 
controversy between the two. 

But Federation members cannot afford to be misled by 
honeyed words and muted music. When the state depart- 
ment agrees with the Federation that a conservation com- 
mission is the best thing—Federation members must keep 
in behind it and insist on action instead of words. 


There are protestations of innocence on the part of the 
state department. But there is no escaping the facts. Geor- 
gia didn’t get the Pittman-Robertson funds and never will 
under present conditions. 

It is a little matter of law. Mr. Whiskers has got 

to be assured that the money is to be used solely for 

wildlife propagation and conservation under govern- 

mental regulation. 

The state department assures the Wildlife Federation 
of full co-operation. In other words, the state department 
is willing to lock the barn door now that the horse has been 


stolen. 
. . Personally, this department 
Fine Past Record does not have any fight with 


Zack D. Cravey, state wildlife director. It is recalled that 
Mr. Cravey had a most efficient department in his first 
term. He had highly capable aides then. One of them was 
Clint Davis, now one of Uncle Sam’s valued Forest Service 
officials. 

In his first term Mr. Cravey could proudly point 

to many fine achievements. There was a con- 

sistent program for the conservation and propaga- 

tion of wildlife. It was during this time that the first 

of the sportsmen’s game and fish clubs were organ- 

ized around the state. 

Frankly, Zack Cravey had done a good job in the past. 
He has been faithful and diligent. But today many pro- 
found observers of the state scene are convinced his hands 
are tied and that he is nothing more or less than a figure- 


head. 

And some people do seem to have a fight with Mr. 
Cravey, not as an individual, but as head of the State Wild- 
life Department. 


Brass Tacks There was an editorial in a recent 


edition of Austin Dean’s Gainesville 

Eagle. Editor Dean has a reputation for pulling no punches 
and letting the chips fall where they may. 

The Eagle editorial, headed “Deliberate Deception,” fol- 


lows: 

“Shakespeare declared hundreds of years ago that to deceive 
was to lie, It was a truth then and it is a truth today. And 
when deception is attempted upon the people from a public 
rather than between individuals, it becomes even more heinous. 

“Recently Zack Cravey, Talmadge stooge who is the so- 
called commissioner of the State Wildlife Division, spoke to the 
convention of the Georgia Wildlife Federation in Macon. He told 
them that he and the Governor were in contact with con- 
gressmen and would probably get the money Georgia was due 
as a result of provisions in the Robinson-Pittman Act. 

Dr. Clabus Lloyd, federation director and local sportsman, 
rose to his feet and told the truth. He pointed out that, be- 
cause Georgia failed to comply with the provisions of the act, 
on June 30, 1940, it lost $13,015.19. At the end of this month 
it will have lost $20,473.33 for the same reason, and unless 
legislative action is taken in the meantime, the Georgia allot- 
ment for the current year of $32,644.80 will be lost on June 30, 
1942. 

“He went on to say that congressmen had no more to do 
with the enforcement of the act than he did, that all the con- 
gressmen in Washington, unless they changed the act, could not 
get Georgia’s share. And he went further to declare that Georgia 
would never get the money, which is an outright gift, until
